Mr Burlingame, on his. ar- 
rival at Peking at oncé recognised the fa 
that the interests of America and Eng 
land were identical, and that by pulling 
together they could sccure extraordinary ; 
advantages for their nationals, while at the , 
same time they preserved a due regard to | 
the material interests of -China herself. ; 
‘Accordingly, casting aside every trace of ; 
interiatiuual jealousy, ‘the two ministers 
agreed to consult’ aud codperate upon all! 
questions submitted to them. Into this 
friendly league the Russian and French 
ministers were admitted, and thus the re- 
presviitatives of foreign’ powers © were 
enabled at once to show-an unbroken front 
against any attempt on the part of the 
Chinese to infringe théir treaty-secured 
privileges, The Regulations for tr ide on the 
Yangisze was the first. subject which en- 
grossed their joint atteution, but this was 
sdon followed ,by one ‘of apparently purely 
‘American interest, nimeiy the dismissal and 
disgrace of Burgevine. This case Mr Burling- 
ameof course took up waruily and, encourag- 


the treaty representativesagainst the murder 
ofthe French priest in Kuei-chao,. laid the 
evidence for and against Burgevine before 
the board of ministers. Sir Frederick Bruce’ 
went most minutely into it, and in the in- 
terest of justice, as well as upon the prin- 
ciple that: it was impolitic to place an 
Englishinan: at the head of, the force, 
strongly recommended the Chinese to 
reinstate Burgevine in his post.

out, the Euglish and American. thinisters 
worked together, partly because _they re- 
comnised the expediency of so doing, “but 
ure especially, We are perstaded, from 
that friendly and fraternal feeling which 
exist and'we trust will‘continue to exist 
otween America and Great Britain. In 
like manner joint representations were suc- 
cessfully. made as to the cession to the 
French of certain land at Ningpo, repre- 
sentations Which =produced from all the 
ministers a yUatantee of the the territorial 
integrity of tbe Chingse empire. Sub- 
sequently the question ‘of Munisjpal rights | 
in Shaughae came under discussion, and 
on this ths ministers again declared then- 
telves fully of accord. We have thus seen 
that in all tlie’ most important measures 
Thich presented themselves for'settlement, 
the West aud not a mere ‘collection of 
isolated uations was represented. It only 
temains for’ us-to notice the fill approval 
accorded by the gentlemen of the United 
States to’ the volley adopted by Mr Bur- 
lingame, Mr Seward describes it as able 
_ and wise, just to the Chinese and Liberal 
towarils other nations.

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THE FIGHT BETWEEN THE POLICE 
» AND DUNN. * nN 

‘The following, we believe, is the true 
version of the shooting and capture of this j 
notorious outlaw :—Troopers, M‘Hule and 
Hawthorn, of the Cannonbar Police, having 
learned that a sly grog cart, with a valuable 
cargo, was in the neighbourhood, started in 
pursuit of iton the 14th December ; and 
- their horses getting knocked up, they weve 
obliged to call at several statious to procure 
fresh animals. At one of these a party 
known as -‘‘ Yellow George” became the 
subject of conversation, and so did his wate, 
who was described as a stranger, and in all 
respects corresponding to ‘the. description 
of Dung. M‘Hale’s suspicions being arous- 
ed, he communicated them to Hawthorn, 
who did not, however, eziter into the matter 
so hopefully as did M‘Hale... Both, how- 
ever, proceeded on the track of the cart, 
which they seized and brought into Coon- 
amble. On ‘arrival there, M‘Hale, com- 
municated what he had heard to Lennon. 
Constable Elliott, and the three troopers, 
startéd on the 22d ultimo, and: reached a 
station within three miles of the suspected 
hut on the night of the 23d; here they 
camped, and having arranged their plans, 
they turned their horses out, and started | 
on foot, carrying their blankets, pannikins, 
and.so forth, aud got near enough to. hear 
the. barking of dogs; they then camped 
until daylight, and again started through a | 
dense scrub,’ in single filé, Elliott in! 
advance. When within less than a quarter 
of a mile of the hut they reached an open 
piece of ground, from which they could see 
the building and w sheep yard, and as they 
approached the dogs commenced to bark so 


cautiously round the end of the hut. who 
bolted as‘soon as he observed: Eiliott, who 
at once gave chase, while M‘Hale took an 
opposite. direction so as to intercept the 
fellow’s flight, As M‘Hale was-thus endea- 
vouring ,to assist Elliott, he observed a 
young man running across the, sheep-yard, 
with his arms. close to lis sides, and his 
hands well up to bis chest, to whom he at 
once gave clase. This was Dunn, who, as 
-he jumped the fence sideways, M‘Hale 
observed was armed with two pistols, one 
of them a revolver. - M‘Hale called upon 
jum “to stand,” but he still ran on, aud 
M'‘Hale fired at him and missed him. As 
he still ran, M‘Hale found he was gaining ; 
on the fugitive, and when at about seventy 
yards from him he challenged him and fired 
again, the ball passing so close to his head 
as to induce him to bobit. Dunn still kept; 
running, and M‘Hale shouted out, “Stand, 
if you're Duun, and tire.” Dunn at once 
turned round, to measure .his distance (as 
he has since said), and M‘Hale fired and | 
Rone him in the fleshy part of the back. 
mn fell heavily forward. on his face, the 
Blood spurting through his shirt. “M‘Hale 
was ‘so certain jhe had killed him'that he 
dropped his revolver by his side’ t..cocked, 
and was walking up to Dunn, when, happen- 
ing to turn round in the direction in whieh 
EBliiott and Hawthorn were firing on Yeliow- 
George, he (Dunn roiled over, and resting 
himself on his left elbow, sent a ball close 
to M‘Hale’s leg, and before M‘Hale could 
cock and level his pisto! Dunn fired again, 
lodging a ball in| M‘Hale’s “right thigh. 
M‘Hale immediately calle-l out to his com- 
panions that he was shot ; and’ Hawthorn 
coming up to rush Dunn he was ordered to 
get under cover of a tree, that Dunn was 
still ‘firing, for as M‘Hale endeavoured to 
reach the tree. Dunn again. fired, when 
M‘Hale faced. him; Dinn then fired at 
random and the three constables got close 
athim, the balls cuttiug up the ground. 
Duns, fiuding he was not hitagain, Jumped 
up and ran away, with Hawthorn and 
Elliott in pursuit ; M‘Hale following, until 
loss of blood compelled him to lie down. 
In afew miiiutes ‘“coneying” was heard,- 
and M‘Hale proceeded in the directiop atid 
found that Duun had becn secured. Haw- 
thori and Elliott then supported him to 
Walton’s hut, where he lay down and -had 
some water given him. They then got on 
‘as far as’ Perry’s station, where M‘Hale_ 
roused the inmates. up, who supplied trem 
with all the assistance. in their power. =

M’Hale for shooting him, for he knew he 
did so in. the execution of his duty, and he 
choped that M’Hale would forgive him, but 
that it was his intention to have shot him 
to save his own life. 

The wounded men were subsequently re- 
moved in a cart a considerable distance off 
the road to Coonamble, the remainder of 
the weary journey being made in a wago- 
nette- belonging to Mr. Wilmot. M’Hale 
had his wound probed and_dressed ‘with 
cold water by Mr Weston, C.P.S., in pre- 
sence’ of Mr Flood. One ball hat passed 
through the sole of Dunn’s right boot and 
foot, coming out through the joint of the 
second toe; another entered above the heel 
of the other boot, making a slight groove 
in Dunn’s, heel, and lodging itself in the 
boot. f a ae 
< As soon as the true state of the men was 
made known to sub-inspector Tlogg he des~ 
patched Mr Ramsay, of Dubbo, to their re- 
lief. * 

They are both at presént in the Police 
Barracks, Dubbo, whither they were brought 
by Mr. Hogg and a .mounted trooper‘on 
Sunday evening, accompanied by Mr Rath- 
say, who does -not’ deem it advisable to 
make any attempt at present to extract the 
balls. : 

Dunn has objected to have his photograph 
taken, and has given a lock of his. hair to 
anold woman whv is now in Mr Tindal’s 
service, and who nursed him when an_in- 
fant.

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CAPTURE OF OKOTUKU. 


(From the “ Wanganui Times,” January 12.) 


The following ably-written account.of the 
march upon and capture of Okotuku on the 
4th instant, ‘written by an esteemed corres- 
pondent, supplies a missing livk in the his- 
tory of the present campaign, and will be 
read with much interest. 

Between two confluents of the Waitotara 
and Wineuira, a densely wooded ridge reare 
its shaggy crest from abysmal gorges. On 
one of its sharpest spurs might be seen 
something like a clearing, over which ones 
smoke used to hover morning, evebing, and 
at midday. There lay the nest whence the 
Hauhau vultures issued, when about to 
pounce upon some defenceless-prey; there 
lay Okotuku. Thence the Wereroa Pa can 
be seen, and all the country round lies like 
a map before you. Notinng can stir but 
you can see it, and at your back you. have 
the endless labyrinth of crag and forest 
wilderness whereto no one but its own Hau- 
hau denizen has got the guiding skein. A 
gradually rising plateau of four ridges, dot- 
ted here. and. there with lumps of forest, 
shading the deeper gullies, extends along 
the foot of the inland forest mountains. 
Extensive plantations once occupied the 
fern land nearest to the forest region; that 
neighbourhood is called Ngamutu. 

here,- on the 8rd January, a column of 
friendly natives, and a column of regulars 
and irregulars, approaching by ditferent 
routes met under Major-General Chute’s 
orders. On that day Major M’Donnell, 
accompanied by Dr Featherston, proceeded 
to reconnoitre Okotuku with the Native 
Contingent and Kupapas. A few stray 
shots from some scouts were fired at.them, 
but no further opposition was made to their 
entering the village; it seeméd as if the in- 
habitants. had either taken to their heels or 
were absent on sonie tour. No fortifica- 
tion was reported to be extant, except those 
that nature had richly, provided the place 
with. : 
On the 4th, at half-pist eight A.M., a co- 
lumn of Natives, Regulars, and Forest Ran- 
gers, ‘numbering about 200 inall, started 
from Ngamutu to Okotuku. General Chute, 
Major Pitt, Captain Leach, Mr Strickland, 
and Dr-Featherston ecconpapied the expe- 
dition. - No one knew exactly what. was to 
be-done, as no instructions had been given 
to officers commanding detachments; the 
general belief was that a ihore complete 
destruction, of crops and habitations than 
had been effected the day previous was to 
be the main object of the expedition. This 
illusion was, however; ‘shortly dispelled. 
The natives,. who marched at the head of 
the column, had hardly been lost sight of 
in the second belt of bush before a few, 
shots, and; then some. rapid firing changed 
the aspect of the day. Everybody now 
doubled forward to the scene of action. 
There was now no wistake that the deni- 
zens of Okotuku had inade good use of the 
night to:get up their combative spirit and 
their ‘efensive operations at the same time. 

The ascent to the pa‘is steep and wood- 
ed, The top of the proper Okotuku ridge 
is compatitively level, and forms one en- 


tire plantation ‘of potatoes, .kumeras and |. 


taro, neatly subdivided by ornamental fen- 
ces of curved Supplejack running along the 
paths,. looking more like the bandiwork of 
some young naiden than that of a'cannibal 
Hauhau. ‘The forest that tringes : the prc- 
cipitous sides ovevtops the sides of the pla- 
teay; and the whole kainga is fi rmed of 
two’ elongated sqiares at right angles to 
on2 another in’ the: tur Lest: f which the 
whares were sa d to be situared. 
ri. Contingent and Kupazas skirmis d 
along the friuge of fovest-.on the edges, 
availed themse:ves of the numberless stumps 
in the plantation, and fired away with-that 
zest' that all noisy people delight in; their 
European officers, as usual, doing all the 
actual, pushing work. The Rangers caine 
next to the scene of action, and forged 
along the edge of the plantat,on to get to- 
wards the rear of ‘the pa, or palisading, 
which was just visible iu the: furthest cor- 
ner, whence a pretty heavy Hauhaun tire 
was kept up with considerable enthusiasin, 
considering the circumstances: In the 
meautime the detachment of H. M. 14th 
Regiment, under captain Vivian, was or- 
‘dered to advauce and’charge, which they 
did in gallant style, and in a-sbort time 
mixed erowd of ali arms and colours were

The political news is of the ordinary kind, 
it consists ‘in’ demands for liberty on the 
ove hand, and refusals on the ‘other; with 
the reiterated assurance that'the Emperor 
knows better thaw all the world when con- 
cessions shvuld be made,. and will make 
them ‘at’ precisely. the proper moment. 
\Every-body, strange to say, is not satisfied 
with this deferred. promise of concession, 
and the Opinion Notional is foremost in 
demanding what, it argues, no one.hasa 
right either to. concede or to withhold. The 
other day it published a daring article ‘in 
which it said that the Cunstitution of 1852 
promised all kinds of liberties, but that the 
government withheld them ; and this has 
cost it a second warning, so that the sword 
hangs suspended over its head by one thread: 
only. The-warniugis given on the ground 
that the writer of the article atiacks the 
Constitution which he does not do; he at- 
tacks the governnient—or, in plain terms, 
the Emperor for ndt carrying ont the Cou- 
atitution ; but the jeasons are nothing, the 
fact is all,.the warning is given and neither 
the Opinion Nationkl nor any one else dare 
argue the matter in’ public in France. “T. 
am the. Constitution !” says the Emperor 
virtually, and in precisely the same spirit as 
Louis 14th, said “‘I-am the State!” But 
then the throne of Louis 14th was not built 
up on a revolution—it simply furnished, or 
completed, the-material for one, just as M.” 
Guizot supplied-the excuse or the reason, 
according to.the view taken of the matter, 
for another. Is’ France to have. a ‘third be- 
fore she obtains her promised liberties? Is 
Imperialism incapable of progression, a mere 
interregnum, and must all the work be com- 
menced ver again ? 

The appearance of affairs is not bright ; 
everything that can be done to put a plea- 
sant face on the aspect of affairs is done, 
yet the attempt is nut successful ; while the 
returns of the English Government show a 
most enormous increase in trade, those. of 
Franceare undoubtedly less satisfactory than 
they have been, the progress seems to have 
stopped or nearly so; while the state of 
trade has caused. the Bank. of England ‘to 
raise the red flag of warning in the form of 
high discount, that of France offers cash at 
three per cent lower and no one’ wants it, 
Cousols have fallen one per.cent in a week, 
and the Bourse stand aghast at the position. 
Agriculture complains Toudly declaring that 
it is being“‘utterly ruined by the want’ of 
funds and the withdrawal of:hands, who are 
all rushing to the towns, and the Wepression 
is general. An enquiry into the complaints 
of the farmers is set on foot and, in abouta 
year perhaps, weé shall have published a re- 
port which will give rise to six monthg dis- 
cussion and leave the maiter to cure itself. 

Asregards the Commercial Marine, France 
seems inclined to give the matter up asa 
bad job; it is not that. French sailors are 
incapable, on the contrary, the Messageries 
Tmperiales have shown that they kuow well 
how to do their duty, and other co’ i 
are ‘proving that the fault does not le with 
the seafaring’ population. 1t is the-com- 
mercial spirit, the capital, the enterprise, 
the go that is wanting in*France. . Aid it 
would be strange if it were not so, for when 
a population ceases almost entirely to in- 
crease as that of France has done, there is 
but one inference. to be drawn namely that 
from some cause or the other the sap of the 
nation’ runs low, ‘Till’ political or some 
other change-puits more life intu the nation 
all the efforts. of ajl the able administrators 
jn the world will not produce more than the 
semblance of real national progress...
